Because of his wound, Laily 
could give only meager informa. 
tion, and his associates in the De- 
tective Bureau found, themselves 
without a clew. ‘The niystery was 
heightened a half hour after the.

man he found prowling in the 
rear yard of Lally's home. 

Meager Details of Shouting. 

Lally and his walking partner, 
Detective William Mehringer, had 
been stationed for the evening at 
the Columbian Club, 3909 Lindell 
boulevard. At 3:30 a. m., when 
most of the guests had departed, 
they started home, Lally walking 
south on Vandeventer avenue toa 
Laclede and west, on foot. 

He was in front of 4141 Laclede 
avenue when a young man stepped 
from a parked touring car, . in 
which several other men were geat- 
ed. He was about 25 years old, 
wore a gabardine coat and light 
cap, and had a revolver in his 
hand. He strode up to Lally. 

‘*‘We got you now, you 
he exclaimed, and fired two shots. 

Nature of Two Wounds. : 

One bullet shattered the detec- 
tive’s left knee cap and the other 
entered his breast above the heart, 
ranging down through the right 


side of the back. As he fell, Lally. 


drew his revolver, and, lying on the 
sidewalk, he fired five shots at the 
machine as it moved west with his 
assailant.

The Present System. 

Under the present -system the 
State Tax Commission makes rec- 
ommendations to the Legislatyre as 
to the amounts needed (for all 
State departments and ‘institutions, 
but the commission has no power 
over expenditures. The appropria- 
tions, theoretically made by the 
Legislature, actually are made by 
the Appropriations Committees of 
the Senate and House. These com- 
mittees meet after the Legislature 
convenes, without any tnformation 
other than the report of the Tax 
Commission and the demands of 
the heads of institutions and de- 
partments. In a, few weeks they 
submit the appropriation bills to 
the Legislature, and they are 
rushed through virtually in the 
form prepared by the committees. 

The result of this system is that 
department heads who have influ- 
ential friends onthe committees 
generally get all they want, while 
departments which at some time 
may have incurred the enmity of 
one or more members of the com- 
mittee get less than they actually 
need. 

Under the proposed plan the 
Budget Commissioner, after care- 
ful study, would prepare for the 
Governor a budget of every finan-

| This official would be the most 
| powerful in the State with the ex- 
ception of the Governor, and being 
an appointee of the Governor, the 
‘responsibility for economical ad- 
'ministration in his hands would be 
centered with exactness on the 
'chief executive. There is now no 
‘such centering of responsibility. 
Notwithstanding the association

Puts Power of Congress 
In President’s Hands 

Let us.come now to the practical 
aspects of the decision, as seen by 
Senator Norris (Prog. Rep.) of Ne- 
braska, chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, and one of the 
outstanding constitutional authori- 
ties of the Senate. 

“It means,” he declared to the 
writer, “that the President can 
usurp some of the most important 
powers of Corgress. Take the case 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission: -it exists to exercise a pow- 
er delegated to it by Congress. The 
power to regulate interstate com- 
merce is one possessed exclusively 
by Congress. In order that it 
might be scientifically and proper- 
ly carried out, Congress created 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to perform the work. It au- 
thorized the President to appoint 
the Commissioners, but only with 
the Senate’s consent, and author- 
ized Him to remove them only with 
the Senate’s consent. , 

“Under this decision the Presi- 
dent can remove any or all the 
members of the commission at any 
time he chooses, without consulting | 
the Senate. Every intelligent man 
knows that the power to dismiss is 
the power to control. If a Presi- 
dent desires a change in railroad 
rates, and the present commission 
wiil not make the change, he can 
dismiss it and appoint one that will. 

“In other words, the President 
acquires the power to regulate in- 
terstate commerce, which the Con- 
stitution gave to Congress alone.

‘building (in the strict sense, ‘“bulid-

Trend in Construction, 

The trend of construction activ- 
ity and the trend of general bust- 
ness run much more closely 
gether than has been usual in the 
past. In earlier times increased 
business activity usually curtailed 
construction, by reason of the fact 
that commercial expansion attract- 
ed a larger and larger share of 
available money and credit, thus 
cutting off the financial supplies 
available for construction.

Up Main street in an aristocratic section 
of the city you find it just as he said, ‘‘not 
so much from the street.” It looks about 
like any other church erected to fit the 
needs of a congregation of 300 or 400 In a 
city of some 50,000 inhabitants No lofty 
spires arise to carry up the gaze toward the 
clouds The tower reaches scarcely to the 
tops of adjacent trees. No maseive arched 
doorways are there to inspire the entering

massive, high or awe-inspiring. Built of 
bluish white limestone, the whole structure 
suggests solidity, modesty and comfort rath-

stand I am not a defender of gambling in 
any form. I think it is all evil and should 
be done away with as rapidly as possible.

tainly havé meant the return of the book- 
maker and much worsé conditions than al- 
ready prevailed. Therefore, in per- 
formance of what I considered to be my 
duty in the interest of public morals, I made 
two or three speeches against the bill and 
in that way aided the cause of the horse- 
men.
